MAY SLAVES FIGHT FOR THE 

We have never seen the affirmative of 
this question so clearly stated as in the 
speech of Hon. A. G. Rippxe, of Ohio, be- 
fore the House of Representatives, last 
‘week. He shows conelusively 
gress, as the law-making power‘of the na- 
tion, has ample authority under the Consti- 
tution to enroll fevery slave fit to bear 
arms, in the service of the Government, 
and employ them to put down domestic in- 
eurrection, repelfforeign invasion, or aid the 
National Government in any other way 
that may require military assistance, pre- 
cisely as other classes of “persons,” not 
‘aliens, may be obliged fo render military 
service. We think that the arguments and 
conclusions of Mr. Ripp.e are unanswer- 
able, at least there is no man in Congress 
who can successfully rebut them. 

Jt is no answer to alledge there exists no 
military necessity for enrolling the slaves 
in defense of the Union ; that is not the 
point at issve. Mr. Riddle does not assert 
or deny thai such necessity has yet arisen ; 
but the point he makes so successfully is,’ 
that Congress can constitutionally author- 
ize the enrolling and organizing of colored

No Ambulances. 

A letter from an officer ip the 9th Ohio regi- 
ment, who participated im the recent batile of 
Mill Spring, states that there was not a aingte 
ambulance in the entire division to convey the 
wounded from the field to the hospitals. The 
result was that the suffering soldiers had to be 
carried on litters or transported in wagons, 
without springs, from the place where they 
fell, to the camp, on the 19th, anil twenty-four 
hours afterwards, by the same conveyances 
to _Someret on a miscrable 
rugged road, and a distance of eight or ten 
miles. Those who bore the litters had to ex- 
ereise the greatest care not to break their own 
necks In wading streams, descending steep, 
slippery hillsides, and ascending through mad- 
holes and water-pools, while the wagons 
tumbled over all kinds of obstacles, oue whee! 
high ob a rock and another in the mud to the 
axle, now striking a concealed stone, and now 
jerking over piles of fence rails. The soldiers, 
who bore their wounded comrades as carefully 
and tenderly as possible under the circam- 
stances, state that their erice were heart-rend- 
ing when their bandages became loosened and 
their ball shattered limbs escaped from their 
ligatures and bung loose and dangling. This 
is a dreadful state of facts to reveal.

THE PANIC OF THE REBELS, Etc, 


[Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune. 


Carmo, February 9, 1992. 
The telegraph has given You toformation 


relative to the attack upon Fort Henry, and 
the surrender, and it only remains for me to 
give a connected account of the expedition, 
the attack and surrender. The expedition was 
planned with great scerecy. Even the most 
knowlpg of the correspondents were in the 
dark as to what was intended, although those 
who kept their eyes and ears open could very 
well guess what was golny on. 


The expedition was planned by Gen. Hal- 


leck, and although he was at St. Louis 

a big finger in the pie. General Callow, chiet 
of his stad, came down here the other day on 
business with Gen. Grant and Commodore 
Foote. Soon after his arrival there was a gen- 
eral movement in camp and at the levee, 
Steaiboats multiplied—or rather those which 
were usually to be seen steaming up and down 
the Ohio and Mississippi, somehow 


to be ready. Their provisions were placed on 
board the steamer, then the troops went on 
board. No one knew whither they were 
bound, but there were many shrewd gucsses, 


Finally, on Tuesday seven of the gunboats 


and the steamer moved up the Ohio, and then 
to the conclusion that the 
ennessec and Cumberland rivers were to be 
visited. 


You remember that one of the gunboats a 


few weeks ago went up the Tennessee river 
with the Commodore on board, and that a few 
shcils were dropped into Fort Henry, eliciting 
no reply, the rebels shrewdly understanding 
that it was only a reconnoissance, and that it 
would not be wisdom to expose their position. 
But notwithstanding they chose to be ailent, 
Commodore Foote obtained all needful infer- 
mation and proceeded to make his arrange- 
menis accordingly. 


The plan proposed was for a joint attack by 


water and by land, but owing in part to the 
gallantry of the brave boys on the gunboats 
and to Commodore Foote's admirable plan of 
attack, which did not admit the pozgjbility of 
a defeat ; also to the persistent energy which 
kept his fleet straight on, bent on one single 
purpose ; also owing to the distance the land 
forces were obliged to march, it was wholly a 
naval victory. 


To give a clear account, one ‘which can be 


understood by those who have not visited the 
locality, or who have not studied the plan, I 
will attempt a description of the place, 


You know that the Tennessee and the Cum- 


berland Rivers enter the Ohio only ten miles 
apart, and that they both run across the State, 
and that at the line between Kentucky and 
Tennessee, they are only ten miles apart. 
Both are navigable. The Tennessee is navi- 
gable for large steamers to the Muscle Sheil 
Shoals in Alabama. The Cumberland is navi- 
gable for small steamers up as far as Mill 
Springs, where Zollicoffer was defeated and 


killed. The two streams are in fact two hich- 
ways opening into the heart of the bogus Con- 
federacy. They are most important avenues, 
quite as valuable as railroad lines—more so in 
fact, for powder will blow up bridges, and 
rebels can tear up rails, but it is impossible 
for all secessia to tear np the rivers. The reb- 
els very well understood the importance of 


‘these streams, and knowing that the rivers 


could not be destroyed, they did the onlv thing 
in their power, built forts, to stop our ad- 
vance by these two gateways. They chose 
two important localities—one on each river, 
both below the line of railroad which connects 
Columbus with Bowling Green. The point 
on the Tennessee, which was sclected is near 
the Bluff, two or three miles above, or south 
of the Tennessee live. Pine Bluffis on the 
west side of the river, about twenty miles 
from the bridge where the railroad crosses the 
stream. The point on the Cumberland is at 
Dover, twelve miles distant. The fort on the 
Tennesree was named Fort Henry, that on the 
Cumberland was named Fort Donelson. 

Fort Henry stands in an admirable position 


—one strong by nature and improved by the~ 


scientific skill of engineers taught at West 
Point, at the expense of the Government of 
the United States. As you steam up theriver 
you come to a iong, narrow, and denscly 
wooded isiand—Panther Island. Jast beyond 


is Panther Creek, coming ‘nm from the East. | 


Here the river makes a benc to the west, and 
in the curve is nearly three-fourths of a mile 
wide. From the bend to the head of the Is- 
land isa mile anda querter. Just above the 
bend there is another creek, which opens into 
a pond or bayou on the eastern side. The 
land between these creeks was selected for the 
defence of the river. The angles and faces of 
the fort were constructed so that the larger 
portion of the guns could be brought to bear 
upon the entire distance to the island, and al- 
so down its eastern side, which is the main 
channel. The western side is impassable at 
low water, but the rebels taking into account 
the possibility of an attack at high water, had 
planted several torpedoes in the channel—a 
poor expedient, for Commodore Foote knew 
they were there, and not only that, but the 
exact locality in which they were placed. He 
sent out his small boats and fished ap five, 
four of which were found to be so damp that 
the powder would have had to be dried before 
exploding. 

The fort was strong on both flanks by means 
of the crecks and the pond. The creeks ex- 
tended along the main land and left but a nar- 
row ridge of landin the rear. This was covered 
by a dense forest and here the rebels have used 
their axes to some advantage, tbe trees were 
felled ,and strong abbati constructed. The 
fort iteelf is of strong embankments, with a 


about four acres. Outside of this there is an 
entrenched camp—an embankment and stock- 
ade containing about thirty-five acres. 

At Pine Bluff landing is a ferry six miles be- 
low the fort. The road from the ferry runs 
along the bank under the blaff for a short dis- 
tance, then runé inland, crosses Panther creek 
and joins the road leading, to Dover, 
which crosses at the head of the pond. 

Right opposite the pond, on the west side 


of the river, there is a high bluff, which com- 
mands: the fort and encampment. On this 
bluff the rebels had erected a work, called a 
redan in military works; bat they not 
erected guns within it. The front face of the 
fort was not more than twelve or fifteen feet 
above the surface of the river at a 
The rebels bad tented barracks in en- 
campment, and every preparation was made 
to make an effective, determined, victorious 
stand—to hold the place against us by water 
and by land. It was confidently expected that 
the fort would knock big holes into the gun- 
boate and send them to the bottom, long be- 
fore they could pase the fort; and if the place 
could be beld against the boats, there was no 
danger of our opening ‘their highways by 6 
mere lend attack. But, as hae been seen, they 
counted their chickens before they were 
hatched. With this view of the locality, we 
may proceed to the narrative of events. 


The expedition steamed up the Ohio, en- 


tered the Tennessee at night, and in the morn- 
ing the troops found thems¢lves at Pine Biuff 
Lending. They landed on the east side. It 
wae composed of the 10th Illinois, Col James

The next morning the forces from Paducah 


and Smithland arrived and were landed on the 
west side near Pine Bluff to operate against 


an unusual beight, flooding all the low roads, 
filling the river with driftwood and raising the 
crecks, which, while It made the fortifications 
stronger against an attack. by land, enabled 
Commodore Foote to pass up the shallow side- 
of the island and keep out of range of the 
rifled guns till he was near enough to open. 


The plan of attack was for the fleet to open 


at half past twelve o'clock. Gen. Grant was 
to move at an earlier hour and get in rear o 
the camp, to cut off all communication with 
Dover. Commodore Foote assured the Gene- 
ral that the ball would open precisely at that 
hour. He also expressed his fears that the 
troops would be behind on account of the bad 
roads, and added, “General, I shall have the 
Fort in my possession before you get into 
your position.” The General told him to go 
shead. He started the columns, Gen McCler- 
nand’s up the eastern bank, and Gen. Smith’s 
up the western, himself remaining at the land- 
ing to direct operations from that point. The 
forces of the enemy were variously estimated 
from, eight to twelve thousand. A small por- 
tion of their force was at the redan—the 
largest number being on the eastern side, 
but not all within the fort. Several regiments 
were posted on the road leading to Dover. 


At ten and a half o'clock, Thursday fore- 


noon, Commodore Foote gave the signal from 
his fag-ship to get under way. Hv had previ- 
ously given his instructions to the officers and 
men. He determined to fight only with his 
bow guns, and to come to close quarters. He 
believed that the gunboats would stand it 
quite as long as the earthworks. His inten- 
tions were to keep slow steam, to take delib- 
crate aim, to fire slow, and & kep.cool! He 
told his men that.one shot that was deiiber- 
ately almed was more effectual than two 
badly aimed. He did not want them to waste 
ammunition, but to drop every shot where it 
would tell; for by firing slow they would 
not heat the guns, and by keeping cool they 
would have perfect confidence till the rebel 
flag should give place to the Stars and Stripes. 
He told them that he intended to take the fort 
or go to the bottom!

Louis and Carondelet 


are new boats, iron plated at the bows with 


two and_ one-half inch plates, as also are the 


sides aft Beyond the wheel-houses, and upon 


the decks with half-inch boiler plates. The 
Eseex was an old ferry boat, transformed. The 
boilers were much exposed, but protected by 
oak stanchions. A few days since, in com- 
pany with other gentlemen of the pen, I made 
a visit to the Essex, and casually remarked 
to Capt. Porter that his boilers were exposed 
to any shot which might come in at the ports. 
He admitted it, and wished that he had iron 
plating within to protect them. The Lexing- 
ton, Conestoga and Taylor are side wheel 
steamers—triver boats formerly, but altered for 
service as fast sailing gunboats. They are iron 
plated. 

Commodore Foote arranged the fleet in two 
divisions, the four fleetest boats in front, and 
the vther three in the rear. As soon as the 
four were sufficiently advanced, the three 
were to take position at the head of the Isiand, 
and, by elevating their guns, throw shells iato 
the encampment, over the boats la advance.

The Expulsion of Jesse D. Bright.

The scene in the Senate Chamber yesterday 
wes most impressive. The galleries were 
crowded long before the hour fixed for taking 
up Senator Wilkinson’s resolution for the ex- 
pulsion of Bright. It was known that Bright 
would make his final defense and that the vote 
wonld ff possible be taken beforé the adjourn- 
Every Senator was in his place except 
Gen. Lane, of Kansas, and as the debate drew 
near its: end.members of the other House came 
flocking in, till all the sofas were filled and all 
the available standing places occupied. Sena- 
tor Harris commenced the discussion, in de- 
fense of Bright, in the same unhappy style 
that characterized bis former effort, bat closed 
with the cheerful announcement that the ver- 
dict, was made up and Mr. Bright would be ex- 
pelled. Mr. Ten Eyck, of N. J., followed in a 
still more dolorous strain, remarking that his 
State and nearly all his friends felt grieved at 
the course he had taken, and that some of 
them had written to bim that his “ grave was 
dug.” He (Ten Fyck) expressed mucu wacrity 
in going down to the silent tomb, but he wish- 
ed to write his own epitaph: 
who dared to do what he thought was right.” 
I must say that Mr. Ten Eyck has impressed 
me throughout as exactly that kind of a man,

SrRineriz Lp, February 7, 1862. 
The Convention to-day refused to pase a 
resolution of Mr. Authony, rejoicing at the

lect committee to receive Democratic pru- 


nings.

ty of all the votes cast at said election for and 
against such laws : 
Since the original general banking 
law of this State was passed and submitted to the 
people pursuant to the provisions of said Conti- 
tution, alterations and amendments of the same 
have been made and passed by the Genera] \ssem- 
bly, conferring additional rights and privileges 
upon banks and associations with banking pow- 
ere, materially altering and changing their liabili- 
ties and powers, particularily by permitting them 
to withdraw and retire their securities deposited 
with the Auditor, and to retire their circulation 
until the seme shall not exceed the eum of $5.00), 
and by autherizing the said banks and associa- 
tions to suspend specie payment, without sub- 
mitting such amendments and alterations to the 
people, as provided im the fifth seciion of 
the article in the Constituttion  afore- 
said, which said several laws are, a* your 
Committee is advised and believe, in direct con- 
fict with said section and article of the said Con- 
stitution ; and 
Vnenzas, It is the opinion of this Convention 
that each and every bank, banking corporation or 
association with banking powers in this State, 
the aggregate amount of the capital stock of 
which has not at any time hitherto been less in 
cash or in immediate available specie funds, or 
which has at any time failed or refused to redeem 
its circulation and indebtedness in gold or silver, 
has turfeited its charter and oughi to be put into 
liquidation ae provided by law ; 


Therefore be tt Resolved, That the Anditor 
of Public Accounts be requested and instracted | 
pot te fseue hereafter any circulating notes or | 
otber written or printed instruincats tofcirculate 
ag money to any bank, banking corporation, or 
aeeociation for banking purposes, in State, 
pow in existence or bereafter to be created, unless 
the bank, banking corporation, or association for | 
benking purposes applying for the same, shall | 
chow to the satisfaction of the Auditor, by the afl- 
davite of at least two credible witnesses, which 
affidavit shall be filed by the Auditor in his office,

The fort mounted 17 guus, mostly 32 and 24 | 
pounders; one, however, a magnificent 10 | 
inch columbiad. They claim to have had but | 
il effective gans, worked by 54 men, whith is | 
the number all told, of our prisoners. 

Our shots had;dismounted 2 of their guns, 
driven the enemy frem their embankments, 
and played smash with them generally. 

They lost five killed and some ten badly | 
wounded. One of their rifled guns, a 32-pound- | 
er, burst during the cngagement, badly woun- . 
ding one of their gunners, but killing none. 

Capt. Taylor of Nashville, revel commander | 
of the fort artillery company, (now our pris- 
oner,) says this 32-pounder is the gun that did 
their chief firing. 

Watts, formerly of Cincinnatti,and of Ma- 
son county, Ky., of the firm of Watts & Col- 
bura, was their ordnance officer. Heis now 
our prisoner. 

The infantry fied from their quarters, leav- 
ing bag and baggage. A vast deal of plunder 
has fallen into our hands, and a large and val- 
uable quantity of ordnance stores.

Ib surrendering to our fag officer, the rebel 
General remarked: “lam glad to surrender 
to 20 gallant an officer.”

The land force under command of General 
Grant did not arrive at the fort till after the 
rebels had surrendered, and their army 
escaped, 

Our gunboats did splendid fighting. We 
can meke no distinctions. The Cincinnati, 
however, was in the lead and flying 
the Officer's pennant, the chief mark. 
Flag Officer Foote aud Capt. Stombel crowded 
her defiantly into the teeth of the enemy's 
guns. She got 31 shots, some of them golag 
through and through her, She expended 110 
shots. 

Pringle Carradice, seaman, of Hamilton, C. 
W., was killed outright; Wm. Lakeman, eea- 
man, badly wounded; Martin Hussey, George 
Massey, Wm. Curtis, Michael Dalton and E, 
N. Arilla, all seamen, were slight!) wounded ; 
Capt. D. H. Pratt, Second Master of the boat, 
was slightly wounded. 

The Essex was badlycrippled. When about 
half through the fight, and crowding witha 
splendid heroism steadily against the enemy, 
a ball went in at her port side forward port, 
through one of herjvoilers; the escaping steam 
scalding and killing several of her crew, and 
bodly wounding many more. Capt. Porter, 
his aid, 8 P. Britton, Jr., and Paymaster 
Lewis, were standing on a direct line of the 
bull's passage, Britton being in the centre of 
the group. The shot struck poor Britton on 
the top ofthe head, scattering his brains and 
blood In every direction. The escaping stcam 
went into the pilot house, quickly killing the 
two pilots, Ford and McBride. Many of the 
sailors, at the rush of steam, jumped over- 
board and were drowned. 

Here is the complete list of the Essex dead, 
wounded and missing. This casualty to the 
Essex has casta gloom over our fleet, and 
somewhat dampens the enthusiasm of our 
victory.
